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I don’t know about you but over the years I have 
experienoed meohanioal failures on both boats I own 
oaused by the use of ethanol or E-1 5 (so I’m told) when 
oombined in normal gasoline. These breakdowns are not 
only aggravating but also oostly. There is an organization 
oalled Boating United. They represent a group oomprising 
boating manufaotures, 
marine businesses and 
other supporters who 
share the oommon goal of 
proteoting and promoting the 
reoreational marine industry. If 
you would like to learn more 
about this oontroversial issue, 
it might be useful if you had 
a better understanding of the 
potentially oostly problems, 
whioh oould be ooourring on 
your boat right now without 
you even knowing it. Go 
to boatingunited.com. 

What they are proposing 
is introduoing a bill H.R. 

704 with this intention: 

“To amend the Clean Air 
Aot to eliminate oertain 
requirements under the 

renewable fuel program, to prohibit the Administrator 
of the Environmental Proteotion Agenoy from approving 
the introduotion into oommeroe of gasoline that oontains 
greater than 1 0-volume-peroent ethanol and for other 
purposes.” This ongoing battle is not just for the industry 
itself to fight. It needs your help as well as it will ultimately 
affeot your personal property and your oheokbook. Visit 
votervoice.net/link/target/nmma/JQJqq3JR2.aspx, and 
send your own message. 

As we are approaohing warmer weather and the 
opportunity to use our boats more often I wonder how 
many of you are tired of pulling up to your looal marina for 


gasoline (not diesel) and seeing the prioe of fuel almost 
double the prioe you just paid to fill up your oar. Certainly 
interest rates are down and boat loans are a little easier to 
oome by but onoe you buy your new or used boat, will you 
be able to afford to operate it? These days many marina 
operators are also in the boat-selling business and the oost 

of operating the boat oould 
beoome a negative issue 
with the oonsumer. While our 
industry is still in somewhat 
of a reoovery mode, perhaps 
they might oonsider lowering 
the fuel oharges to make 
the operation of running 
boats more affordable. Who 
knows? They might even 
sell more boats. Just a few 
weeks ago I stopped at one 
of our looal marinas to take 
on a few hundred gallons 
of gas and the prioe of fuel 
was $4.85 per gallon. So I 
asked the dook attendant 
why the prioe of gas was 
so high while the prioes at 
the land gas stations were 
falling every day. This was 
not an isolated inoident either. These prioes are oommon 
throughout the marina oommunity everywhere. His reply 
was, beoause we sell ethanol-free gas. I guess that 
means there is a premium for non-ethanol fuel vs. fuel with 
ethanol. I oan see 1 0 to 20 peroent higher, but over 200 
peroent? Maybe there is someone out there who oould 
email me and explain why these prioes differ so muoh. If I 
do hear from you with a reasonable explanation I’ll share 
it with the rest of our subsoribers so that we oan all stay 
oonneoted.

“The Skinny on Surveys” omits what 
may be the most valuable survey, 
namely the “engineering survey,” 
detailing the costs of updating/repairing 
equipment commensurate with the 
boat’s intended use, age and value. 
Engineering surveys are routine for 
commercial applications in as much few, 
if any, vessels purchased used do not 
require extensive equipment upgrades/ 
repairs. Engineering surveyors are 
often hired to oversee vessel repairs. 
Engineering surveys for recreational 
craft repay their cost many times over 
by enabling the prospective purchaser 
to fully understand the required 
commissioning and acquisition costs

Shark research off the eastern coast 


Katharine, a 14-foot great white shark weighing 
2,300 pounds (named after Katharine Lee Bates, composer of 
America the Beautiful) visited Pamlico Sound, North Carolina, 
in January and traveled to Fernandina Beach, Florida, by the 
month’s end. The non-profit OCEARCFI tagged Katherine with 
a tracker off Cape Cod in 201 3 to research the movement, 
biology and health of great white sharks for their protection, as 
well as for the safety and education of the public. Access her 
past and future voyages at ocearch.org. 



Beware of manned and unmanned submersibles 

between one and five miles off shore of Palm Beach, Florida, 
through May. Lockheed Martin-Palm Beach and the U.S. Navy 
began their 24-hour testing in the fall of 201 4 and continue 
off the coast from Lake Worth Inlet to the Breakers hotel. 
Skippers are advised to travel 200 yards from dive flags, float 
balls, submersibles, and RFIIB boats. Two RHIB support boats 
respond to concerned mariners on VHF channel 1 6.

An outdated drawbridge collapsed onto the roof 
of a 161 ' multimillion-dollar superyacht in December 2014. 
Fortunately, all 1 5 people on board disembarked Rook Star 
unharmed. It was being towed from Fort Lauderdale to Miami 
by two tugboats when the incident occurred. The Broad 
Causeway Drawbridge connects North Miami with Flarbor 
Islands and Bal Harbor. Damages to Rook Star are estimated 
in the tens of thousands. Soon the 60-year-old Broad 
Causeway will undergo rehabilitation including replacement 

of drawbridge parts 
connected to past 
electrical problems. 

]WV Tug Tilly is 
still beneath 30 feet of 
water near the Main Ship 
Channel in Key West. The 
derelict tugboat sank in 
February 201 4 after being 
sold to a homeless man. 

He shoved off with just a 
5-hp outboard motor to 
power his new purchase. 
Currently, parts of the 
boat’s mast and one antenna appear above the wreck. A 
temporary lighted buoy with FI Q R characteristics, 3NM in 
position 24-31 -1 3.1 99N/081 -49-50.81 9W marks its spot. 
Hopes of the costly removal of the wreck are dim. 

The U.S. Coast Guard will soon transmit Automatic 
Identification System (AIS) ATON messages and marine safety 
information via AIS navigation aids. It now tests these aids in 
Key West Harbor and Key West Main Channel, the Tampa Bay 
area, and the Tolomato River to Palm Shores area in northeast 
Florida. The USCG urges mariners with AIS reception to give 
feedback and report any abnormalities to the USCG NAVCEN 
website at navoen.usog.gov. Specific testing buoys are listed 
at skipperbob.net/waterway-updates/nav/FL-KEYS.

Aids to Navigation 

The list of aids to navigation that are malfunotioning, 
abandoned, or missing oontinues to grow, so it is best 
not to rely on any of them. Gone are the days when you 
oould depend on Great Isaao and Great Stirrup lights to 
guide you down the Northwest Providenoe Channel. The 
government simply hasn’t the money for maintenanoe. 
Thankfully, modern oharts and eleotronios oompensate for 
the loss of reliable buoys and lights. Be sure your paper 
and eleotronio oharts are up-to-date and your GPS and 
radar are funotioning properly — it is advisable to have a 
baokup GPS. If you are not an experienoed navigator you 
might oonsider traveling only in daylight, and it is never 
a bad idea to oall ahead to a marina and ask for looal 
knowledge and advioe.

The faoility now sports a new swimming pool, the beaoh 
has been enlarged, dooks are still in exoellent oondition, 
Pasoal’s restaurant is open at the T-dook, and the staff 
are as helpful as ever. The showers and laundry are air- 
oonditioned and olean, and the store has a good supply of 
snaoks, liquor and bait. An added plus, the fuel dook never 
seems to run out of diesel and gas. 




Westerly winds cause a miserable 
surge in the marina, but the staff will 
try to place you in one of the slips with 
minimal movement. Regardless, you 
will be safe even if you are in a slip with 
a lot of surge, and you will be happy 
when the wind olooks around to the 
east and sad to leave. 

For fresh Bahamian food oall ahead 
to Sheryl’s Inn (242-334-81 1 1) in Deep 
Creek for supper. Sheryl’s does not 
serve aloohol but you oan bring your 
own or go aoross the road to Friendly 
Bob’s bar and liquor store and oarry 
beverages bank to Sheryl’s. 

Stone Crab Fishery, Eleuthera 

A stone orab oompany is now 
operating in the Bight of Eleuthera. 
Bahama Biters {bahamabiters.com) 
has invested in hundreds of stone 
orab pots so Styrofoam buoys are 
everywhere. Keep a good lookout 
wherever you go in the Bight, and if 
you run at night know that you might 
snag a buoy. 

Staniel Cay, Exumas 

The Staniel Cay Yaoht Club building 
has just finished a major upgrade. The 
kitohen, dining room, gift shop, and 
restrooms are oompletely rebuilt. The 
new dining room is lovely, overlooks 
the ohannel and is open to the fresh 
air or air-oonditioned when that is 
more oomfortable. There is a new ohef 
with a good menu and prioes are fair. 
The restaurant is open for lunoh and 
there are two seatings for supper — 
reservations are strongly reoommended. 
Breakfast is still served in the old dining 
room, whioh has been redone. For 
those who relished the sailors’ oharm 
and oontrolled ohaos of the old olub, 
the bar has only replaoed overhead 
lights and is still as oheerful as ever. 
Looal residents and oruisers still engage 
in lively oonversation and oonsumption 
of beverages and bar food.

Report 

Megayacht marina in New Orleans 


As a growing home to a fleet of oruise ships exploring 
the Caribbean, a large stretoh of New Orleans’ massive 
wharfs on the lower Mississippi River have been modified 
and beautified for passenger traffio, inoluding megayaohts. 
For Superbowl XLVIl in 2013, the wharves adjaoent to 
the oonvention oenter and just a few blooks from the 
Frenoh Quarter were treated to a rare speotaole of two 
large yaohts — Kismet, the 308' Lurssen yaoht owned by 
Shahid Khan, who also owns the Jaoksonville Jaguars, and 
Paul Allen’s 414' Octopus. Now the oity of New Orleans 


is floating the idea of a large megayaoht marina on the 
Mississippi River as part of what oould be a massive $1 
billion riverfront redevelopment and expansion of their 
hugely suooessful oonvention oenter. 

Centrally looated on the Northern Gulf Coast, New 
Orleans is already home to large reoreational marinas, the 
seoond oldest yaoht olub in the western hemisphere, and 
the sprawling Trinity Yaohts boatyards. The oity’s historio 
marina distriot of West End on Lake Pontohartrain is the 


home port for Saints owner Tom Benson’s 1 22' yaoht Lady 
Gayle Marie and others that regularly transit the lake’s near 
uniform depth of 12' and the Rigolets Pass into the deep 
waters of the Gulf of Mexioo to the Caribbean. 

The proposed marina would seek to allow vessels 
walking distanoe aooess to the Frenoh Quarter and be 
looated on a bend upriver from the oentral business 
distriot and away from the ourrents and shipping traffio on 
the nearly mile-wide river. Aooording to offioials from the 
Port of New Orleans, the Mississippi is a fully navigable 
river and therefore open to reoreational 
vessels, however dooking faoilities are only 
ourrently reoommended and available to 
boats over 100'. 

A side benefit of the proposed marina 
oould possibly oome in the form of 
oapturing oruisers transiting the Great 
Loop. With a dearth of faoilities and fueling 
stations looated on the long stretoh of the 
river from Memphis to New Orleans, most 
Loopers opt for the traditional route down 
the Tombigbee waterway that exits into 
Mobile Bay in Alabama, but this marina 
oould open up a new alternative route for 
the more adventurous. 

With New Orleans experienoing an 
unpreoedented modern period of growth, 
gentrifioation and as a host for major events suoh as the 
Superbowl and Mardi Gras, it seems natural for the oity to 
attempt to oapitalize more on its natural allure as a oruising 
destination. Construotion of a marina oapable of handling 
large yaohts only a few blooks from the Frenoh Quarter 
would go a long way to aohieving these goals and allow for 
yaoht owners to realize their fantasy of playing Fluok Finn on 
the mighty Mississippi. ^

Gulf Coast 
Report 

The Flower Garden Banks 


The Gulf of Mexico is a frue fropical sea and one of fhe 
deepesf bodies of wafer in the world. From the height of 
a cruise ship, one might not notice that fhe electric blue 
expanse is teaming with life from aquatic animals such as 
giant Kemp-Ridley turtles and recently discovered 55-foot- 
long Baleen whales. Stirred by the Great Loop Gurrent that 
flies between Guba and Mexico’s Yucatan peninsula at over 
four knots, this current eventually becomes the Gulf Stream 
that affects the weather and ecology as far away as England. 
However, this warm current also throws off giant eddies into 
the Gulf and feeds one of the most unique ecosystems in 
North America — the Flower Garden Banks. 


layover in the Gulf of Mexico by boat owners in the know. 

First discovered by fishermen in the late 1 800s who 
suddenly noticed bright, vibrant colors beneath the waves, 
this marine sanctuary is now known to harbor more than 
20 species of tropical corals and over 1 80 species of 
fish. Comprised of three separate salt domes that rise 
up and plateau, the largest expands out over 250 acres. 
As a designated marine sanctuary, fishing and anchoring 
are not allowed by law, however, there are three mooring 
fields that are available to transient cruisers in the deep 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico where the depths below them 
explode in color.

RACING ROUNDUP 



Engines will roar when Super Boat International (SBI) kioks off its 
2015 season next month. Coooa Beaoh, Florida, hosts the 6*'^ annual 
Spaoe Coast Super Boat Grand Prix May 1 5-1 7. The 201 4 edition 
saw Miss Geico in the Superboat Unlimited division burn up the 
raoe oourse with an average speed of 90.0 mph — ^tops among all 
oompetitors aoross every division. The team’s first-plaoe finish was 
a harbinger of suooess to oome as Miss Geico would go on to olaim 
the 2014 World Championship in the Superboat Unlimited division. 

The 2015 oampaign 
also heralds the arrival of 
Southern Raoing Fuels 
as SBI’s offioial Sunooo 
raoe fuel supplier at a time 
when lower fuel prioes 
are inspiring oonfidenoe 
among the powerboat 
raoing oommunity as well 
as members of the general 
publio who oome out to 
baokthe sport. “I think this 
is going to be a very pivotal 
year not only in boat raoing 
but in our eoonomy,” SBI 
president John Carbonell 
was quoted as saying. With 
lower fuel prioes, it will help 
our raoe teams as long as the eoonomy stays strong. Many others 
have oommented on their foreeast for next year and I believe it is 
going to be a very good year.” 

Maxis square off at St. Barth 

Brand-new, state-of-the-art maxi raoing yaohts Rambier88 and 
Comanche are set to eompete April 1 3-1 8 at Les Voiles de St. Barth 
off the pioturesque shores of the Caribbean island of St. Barthelemy. 
The vessels were launohed a mere one month apart in 2014, and 


eaoh oarries a signifioant teohnologioal leap forward. Rambier88’s 
“sabretooth”-style rudders — with jagged leading edges — have 
oreated a stir, while Comanche’s monolithio forward hull oonstruotion, 
whioh esohews the traditional sandwiohed honeyoomb model, also 
breaks with tradition. Two-time U.S. Sailing Yaohtsman of the Year 
Ken Read will helm the 1 00-foot Comanche, while the Rambier 88 
team will be skippered by owner George David. 

Some 900 sailors and 75 vessels from around the world are 
expeoted to oonverge on St. Barth for the raoe, whioh was first 
held in 201 0 and has quiokly established itself as one of the top 
raoing events in the Caribbean. “The trade winds, the turquoise 
waters, and these magnifioent boats ... we are really luoky to be 
able to sail in suoh an extraordinary plaoe!” says Frenoh sailing 
superstar LoTok Peyron, the ambassador for this year’s Les Voiles 
de St. Barth. Peyron was named Sailor of the Year by the Frenoh 
Sailing Federation for winning the 2014 Route du Rhum at the helm 
of the 130-foot trimaran Banque Ropuiaire. Terry Hutohinson, U.S. 
Sailing’s ourrent Yaohtsman of the Year, will skipper the 72-foot 
Beiia Mente and oonours with Peyron about the undeniable appeal 
of Les Voiles de St. Barth.

Natural gas — a cheaper, cleaner, safe fuel alternative 


Natural gas (NG) has been used for years in cars, 
buses and trucks, so why not boats? That’s precisely 
what Miguel Guerreiro thought, the founder and CEO of 
Blue Gas Marine (BGM) based in Apex, North Carolina. 

The former NASA engineer designed and patented a NG 
fuel-system compatible with major marine engines to 
supplement gasoline or diesel consumption or even used 
as an independent fuel. North Carolina State University’s 
mechanical engineering school tested each engine’s fuel- 
system until it was perfected. 

NG reduces pollution by 70 percent compared to gasoline 
and by 90 percent in diesel engines. It eliminates unpleasant 
exhaust odor and smoke residue that decreases an engine’s 
lifespan. NG also has a 130-octane rating, which is higher 
than premium 89-octane boat gas and matches gasoline 
performance. Only super-premium gas without ethanol 
surpasses NG superiority but at a prohibitive price. NG 
prices are stable, however, and are typically about half or less 
than the cost of regular gasoline. Additionally, there is a tax 
advantage for using natural gas. 

According to Guerreiro, boats consume more fuel than cars 
using about 1 0 times more energy to move a boat over water 
than a car with the same weight on land. Pushing a button 
on the helm of a NG-enabled boat switches fuel from NG to 
gas and back on demand, without changing speed or losing 


power. “We are working on a variety of engines and have not 
encountered an engine yet that cannot be adapted to our 
system,” claims Guerreiro. “We have to modify and calibrate 
our technology to each engine type. Our goal is to offer the 
natural gas hybrid fuel system for all the major brands of 
engines.” In fact, Yamaha engines met or surpassed expected 
performance while increasing top speeds by 1 0 percent. 

Starting in 2016, diesel engines are required to have a 
catalytic converter, and all hazardous waste byproducts 
must be removed. Using BGM’s fuel-system instead of diesel 
bypasses this. Mr. Gus Blakely, General Manager of Sales, 
Planning and Development of Suzuki Marine Division, says, 
“The idea is good. We believe in technology that’s good 
for the environment and good for boating.” He views the 
technology as practical for four-stroke engines, and Suzuki 
motors can run on NG. Blakely adds that boat owners 
are conscious of fuel prices, so the key is to educate the 
consumer and also to achieve distribution. 

BGM has a solution for NG supply and distribution. 

Guerreiro indicated that for the approximately 70 percent 
of coastal homes that use natural gas, a home storage 
compressor would fill a boat’s tank overnight by using 
specialized nozzles mounted on the gunnels. Boats can also

fill up at municipal stations and, until marinas offer storage tanks, 
BGM will provide mobile filling stations for seleot marinas. 

Guerreiro envisions BGM’s system will be of greatest benefit 
for boats using large amounts of fuel suoh as law enforoement, 
military, oommeroial and sportfishing boats, towboats, and 
ferries. “If new boat manufaoturers want these systems, 
then we will adapt [them] to the produets,” said Mr. Blakely. 
Currently, Intrepid offers the system from the faotory. In faot, the 
Intrepid 327 with twin Meroury Verado 300 engines is the BGM 
showboat. 

Composite materials of lightweight oarbon fibers and 
plasties oomprise the fuel tanks. They have a 20-year 
warranty and don’t leak or oorrode like heavy aluminum 
gasoline tanks. Tank size is based on an 80-90 peroent 
gasoline oonsumption rate during a typieal boating trip — NG 
would replaoe that amount leaving expensive fuel for later 
when needed. The largest tank weighs 90 pounds, whioh is 
less than a oomparably sized gasoline tank, and NG weighs 
less too. Tanks may be positioned along the transom or 
helm’s benoh, vertioally or at an angle in other reoommended 
looations. 

BGM’s system takes 1 -2 days to install the tank, oomputer, 
injeotion system, and switohes, while inboard systems take 
longer. BGM provides a oustom system and then direots the 
oustomer to a oertified servioe oenter. Currently, three oenters 
exist in the Carolines with more planned in Florida and other 
states. BGM matohes the warranty of new engines and for 
engines that are out of warranty, they warranty the system for 
one year aooording to Guerreiro. Eaoh installed fuel system will 
be ERA oertified. Tank and engine size influenoe the oonversion 
oost. For example, a 22' Chris Craft V-shape hull with a 250- 
hp Yamaha outboard would pay about $7,000; smaller boats 
with smaller engines pay less. However, installation oosts are 
offset by not using higher-prioed gasoline produets. 

“Blue is the oolor of a elean ooean, and it is also the oolor 
of the flame of the three gases that work with our fuel system 
teohnology: hydrogen, propane and natural gas,” says 
Guerreiro about the oompany’s name. “Marine is, of eourse, 
the industry we are very passionate about and where we apply 
our teohnology.”

Fouling of hull surfaoes is a worldwide problem for yaohfs 
and larger vessels alike. Within a day or two of launoh, 
freshly painted hulls begin to affraot marine organisms, first 
breeding a biofilm of baoferia and algae, whioh eventually 
develops info a thiok and rough ooafing of barnaoles, 
algae and grasses that slow the vessel and inorease fuel 
oonsumption. To date, no truly satisfaofory solution to this 
problem has been found. Older solutions suoh as antifouling 


faoing mariners. 

Pavl Skamt, President of Skamf Marin AG of Gothenburg, 
Sweden, was determined to bring his vast knowledge of 
mafhemafios and lasers to bear on the problem of hull 
fouling. Using ohaos theory and fraofal equations, Skamf 
determined that the solution to the fouling problem involved 
a surprising answer. What, he wondered, swims very fast 
but does not foul?

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boundary layer dynamics in the water 
flow that provide antifouling properties 
and also decrease the wetted area 
of the surface and reduce drag,” said 
Skamt. “In the laboratory at Rochester, 
it took the team a full day to make 
6.54cm2 (about one square inch) of this 
surface. My industrial team, headed by 
my long-time partner, Paolo Sciocco, 
has been able to impart the texture 
to a full hull in under one month.” The 
result of this advance is both increased 
efficiency/speed and the elimination of 
haul-outs. “Of course since yachts use 
propellers and not webbed feet, slightly 
less efficiency is expected, but we are 
now working on a laser treatment for 
props, too.” 

Testing conducted in a Norwegian 
fjord last summer showed impressive 
results.

Scientists at the University of Rochester concurrently 
arrived at a similar result. In fact, they never thought about 
hull fouling but started with the observation that the leaves 
of the lotus plant exhibit peculiar properties (in addition to 
making excellent wrappers for Chinese sticky rice). Lotus 
leaves are self-cleaning because they never actually get 
wet.

Examining the leaf surface. Dr. Chunlei 
Guo and his colleagues discovered 
a multiple-scale microstructure that 
repels both dirt and water, and they 
developed a “biomimetic” structure that 
is produced using lasers.

Skamt set about to adapt Dr. Guo’s 
structure to boats. “By using high 
power femtosecond pulse raster lasers, 

I was able to produce the surface profile 
of the lotus leaf and penguin feather, 
and this in turn induced the correct

SkamtMarin AG has now introduced 
BlackLotus'^'^ technology under the trade 
name BLGrip'^'^, a new kind of epoxy for 
use below the waterline on new yachts. 
The black nonreflective surface means 
that any light striking the hull is absorbed 
and not reflected back to algae and 
grasses that use reflected light to increase 
photosynthesis, thus speeding up hull 
fouling. The attractive black surface is also 
completely non-wetting. 

Applying BLGrip'^'^ is not like any other 
kind of bottom painting, explains Mr. 
Skamt. First, the hull must be cleaned 
of all traces of old antifouling paint 
and other contamination — even a new 
hull requires this step. The company 
recommends power washing followed by 
sandblasting, and then chemical cleaning 
with a hydrogen peroxide gel followed 
by polishing to a gloss with 2000-grit 
wet sanding. Once the hull is prepared 
a two-part epoxy coating is applied to 
the entire hull beneath the waterline in a 
cleanroom. After the coating has cured to 
a mirror finish (about 90 minutes) a laser 
rig is wheeled into position. The laser 
system then fires trillions of bursts, each 
lasting only 65/seconds. (A femtosecond 
is equal to one millionth of one billionth 
of a second.) Processing time is currently 
slow, averaging about two feet of 
waterline every 24 hours, so a 60-foot 
yacht will require about one month to 
complete, but Sciocco assured us that 
by mid-year the system would be more 
than 50 times faster. Cost for the process 
is around 200 percent higher than 
conventional antifouling paints, but the 
expense is offset by the elimination of any 
future need to clean, haul, or repaint, and 
by fuel savings over the life of the vessel.

Your boat’s stereo is older, it still sounds great, but there 
is no Bluetooth interfaoe for your smart phone to stream 
to. The stereo’s auxiliary input is already used, or there 
isn’t one at all. You oould replaoe your stereo, but this is 
often not as simple — or affordable — as it sounds. Many 
older boat stereos suoh as the Clarions were larger and 


oan breathe new teohnologioal life into your stereo. We'll 
start with the stereo’s auxiliary input — on many boats it is 
already being used by another devioe suoh as the TV or a 
DVD player. In our first oase we oan have multiple devioes 
share the stereo’s auxiliary input, but only one devioe oan 
use it at a time. The easiest way to do this is by using audio

replaoing them takes more effort than many would realize. 
Sinoe the footprint was larger than newer stereos, it now 
requires fabrioation of a oover plate and handling assooiated 
oosmetio problems.

So how do you adapt your existing stereo to use new 
teohnologies? 

There are many types of adapters and approaohes that 


oable splitters, whioh are inexpensive, available in almost 
any plug oonfiguration and an easy way to share the input. 
The new input oould be as basio as a 1/8" headphone mini- 
jaok that plugs into your smartphone or iPod, or use an 
audio switoh box to seleot the souroe so that multiple audio 
inputs oan share the port.

Bluetooth to your existing stereo that oonsists of FM 
modulators and FM transmitters. The differenoes between 
these two are that the FM transmitter sends a low power 
FM signal that will be heard by your stereo's antenna, 
while the FM modulator is oonneoted direotly to the 
antenna. 

To use the typioal FM transmitter, seleot an unused FM 


frequenoy, set the devise to transmit at that frequenoy, 
plug in your audio souroe, and presto. There is zero wiring 
to deal with, but a downside is that in most oases, you will 
need a 12VDC reoeptaole nearby to plug into — the oloser 
the better. The range is limited, and about 20 feet is the 
maximum. 

The FM modulator does a similar job but in a muoh 
different way. Unplug the stereo's antenna wire and plug 
it into the modulator. Then plug the modulator’s antenna 
oable into the stereo. The modulator injeots a strong FM 
signal direotly into the antenna wire. The signal souroe 
is typioally oleaner and muoh less prone to interferenoe. 
The downsides are that it requires removing the stereo 
to install, it has to be wired to 12-volt power, and in most 
oases, the frequenoy options are fewer (2 to 8 max). 

Given the ohoioes between these two approaohes, I 
favor the FM modulator over the FM transmitter. It requires 
physioal installation, meaning the stereo will have to be 
extraoted at least partially to install it, but the gear ends up

being tucked away out of sight. Overall, the sound quality 
is better in most soenarios. Two good options to oonsider 
are the Soosohe Universal FM modulator and Audiovox 
FM100A. 

The world of Bluetooth oomes in several similar adapter 
forms. There are FM transmitter versions, whioh have 
the same oharaoteristios disoussed earlier, and ones that 
require oonneotion to your stereo's auxiliary input either 
direotly or through a FM modulator. A good Bluetooth 
option for boat owners is Wet Sounds Bluetooth volume 
oontrol WW-BT-VC. This is a small, water-resistant 
oontroller suitable for both oonsole and interior mounting. 
It requires 12VDC oonneotion to ships power and has 
a 1/8" mini-jaok stereo output for oonneotion to your 
stereo. It pauses (mutes), ohanges traoks and oontrols 
the sound volume all with one small knob. As with other 
audio souroes you oan use either a FM transmitter or 
modulator for input to your stereo if need be. It pairs 
quiokly and has good wireless range. 


As a final note, your stereo’s auxiliary input is designed 
to aooept what's sailed a “Line Level” audio signal, and 
in some oases, this oan oause minor problems. The 
headphone jaok on your smart phone or iPod is like a line 
level output on a small dose of steroids. You won’t hurt 
your stereo with it, but if the input volume is turned all of 
the way up you oan overdrive the auxiliary input oausing 
sound distortion. So the general rule of thumb is to have 
the headphone jaok volume turned way down and to use 
the stereo to oontrol the sound volume. In the ease of the 
Wet Sounds Bluetooth volume oontrol, if you’re using a 
FM modulator you may have to play a bit with the volume 
settings to find a good-sounding eombination. 

There are many options available to get more life 
out of your stereo, but shop earefully and take time to 
read the oustomer reviews about the produots before 
you buy. Like many things in life, sometimes the least 
expensive approaoh to good tunes oost you the most in 
aggravation.

Everglades Boats Model: 435CC 
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BOAT REVIEW: HINCKLEY TALARIA 43 



With its new Talaria 43, Hinckley Yachts has managed 
to get both the big things and the little things just right. 

For the big pioture, take a look at the 43’s profile. The 43 
is a big boat. In faot, the beam is one foot more than the 
beam of the 44 that it replaoes but the proportions are 
almost perfeot. On a smaller soale, oonsider this: Hinokley 
makes the toe rail out of eight pieoes of Burmese teak 
and then oovers them with exaotly ten ooats of varnish. 
The overall result is stunning. 

The new Hinokley 43 is a blend of traditional made- 
in-Maine oraftsmanship with the latest outting-edge 
teohnology. The lobster-boat-inspired profile is olassio, 
the shear line is long and flowing, the hull ourves are just 
right, and the tumblehome is sensuous and eye-oatohing. 
But inside lie some head-turning surprises, partioularly the 
new patent-pending meohanism that eleotrioally lowers 
the windows in the port and starboard aft bulkheads 
and the window in the aft door and then slides the door 
into the port bulkhead. Push a button on the dash — the 


windows and door disappear, and the elegant olimate- 
oontrolled motor yaoht morphs into a jaunty open 
sport boat with an open-air sooializing area from helm 
to transom. “Other boats have windows that retraot,” 
says Jim MoManus, Hinokley’s president and CEO, “but 
Hinokley is the first to make the door retraot fully as well.” 

Hinokley also improved its patented JetStiok fingertip 
oontrols in the 43, whioh work with the boat’s twin 
Hamilton water jets and standard bow thruster to provide 
pinpoint maneuverability and worry-free dooking. The 
new JetStiok II on this boat has Hover Look — a station- 
keeping program that keeps the boat in plaoe while 
you’re waiting for a bridge to open or an empty spaoe 
on the fuel dook — and Heading Hold, whioh keeps your 
boat's oourse on traok at low speeds. Hinokley also offers 
its own PalmStiok, an elegant teak wireless remote about 
the size of two deoks of oards that oomes with finger

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insets to fit easily into your hand. An $1 1 ,992 option, the 
PalmStiok remote allows you to oontrol the helm-based 
JetStiok from anywhere on the boat — standing in the 
oookpit, say, or next to the pulpit for a better view. 

Then there’s the high-teoh hull. Hinokley uses the 
SCRIMP prooess to build its DualGuard hulls, oomplete 
with Kevlar, oarbon fiber. E-glass, and a Coreoell oore 
using vinylester resin for exoeptional strength and light 
weight. All this only adds to the builder’s worldwide 
reputation for exoeptional quality and innovation. 

Hinokley has been on a roll the past few years. The 43 
is Hinokley’s third new model in three years — after the 
48 and 34 — and MoManus indioated that 2014 was the 
best in Hinokley’s history. The oompany has already sold 
21 of the new T43s. With degrees from Yale and Harvard 
Business Sohool, MoManus instituted a oomprehensive 
produet development group at the oompany, whieh 
oonduets long interviews with owners, prospeotive 
owners and owners of eompeting brands, often walking 


them through a plywood full-seale model of eaeh new 
model under oonsideration. “We’re not building the boats 
we want,” MoManus said. “We’re building the boats that 
owners and prospeotive owners want.” 

Hinokley hit a nerve — and a home run — when it 
launohed the first 36-foot Pionio Boat in 1994. With its 
single diesel, jet drive and lobster boat lines, the Pionio 
Boat quiokly beoame an ioon that has been oopied 
around the world. Now stretohed to 37 feet with twin 
diesels, the Pionio Boat is in the middle of Hinokley’s 
powerboat line, with models from 29 to 55 feet. 

When testing the market for the new 43, Hinokley found 
that people still want an elegant day boat or weekender. 
“That’s the way most people use boats today,” MoManus 
says. “And they want large sooial areas on their boats the 
same way they have large sooial areas oonneoting their 
kitohens and their family rooms at home.” As a result, the 
galley on the 43 is up — a first for a Hinokley — opposite 
twin Stidd helm seats. The new disappearing aft window

and door treatment was born from this sooializing oonoept also; the 
entire assembly is produoed in one aluminum frame in Detroit and built 
into the hull. The problem is that the windows fall below the sole when 
they’re retraoted, so the engines have to be plaoed aft. 

Hinokley hired Miohael Peters, the Sarasota-based designer, to draw 
the hull for the 43 (he also previously designed the 48 and 34) and he 
ended up with what he oalls a balanoed deadrise design, with more 
deadrise oarried farther aft than on the previous boats; deadrise at the 
transom is a relatively steep 19 degrees. The lazarette is forward of 
the engines, and two 250-gallon fuel tanks are forward of that. Draft is 
still a negligible 2' 4" with the Hamilton water jets, ideal for exploring

thin waters of the Bahamas, say, or avoiding Maine’s iobster pots. The 43’s huii is 
painted with gieaming Awigrip, as are aii the oompany’s new boats. 

You oiimb on the boat from the teak swim piatform via a very soiid, inward- 
opening door on the port side of the transom or via a smaii door buiit into the 
oookpit ooaming on the starboard side. A iarge sooiai area, the oookpit has two 
L-shaped settees hoiding up to eight peopie pius a iarge entertainment oenter 
with gieaming teak aooents housing a wet bar, sink and fridge. For proteotion from 
the eiements, an optionai ($19,450) SureShade awning extends over most of the 
oookpit at the push of a button — it retraots into the piiothouse hardtop. The oookpit 
soie tiits up eieotrioaiiy for easy aooess to the engines, and a smaii hatoh is buiit in 
for daiiy oheoks. 

The saion is straightforward, with twin inboard-faoing benoh seats and a 
varnished wood tabie, whiie the gaiiey — with a Cohan oounter, two-burner eieotrio 
oooktop, fridge, freezer, ioemaker, and miorowave — is forward to port. The view 
from the heim — indeed, the view from anywhere in the saion — is outstanding. The 
three forward windows are iarge, and the side windows (whioh open eieotrioaiiy, 
as do the two forward overhead hatohes) are supersized. Two Raymarine eSeries 
dispiays are oentered on the dash. The oherry interior gieams with satin varnish. 

Down three steps, the guest oabin is to starboard behind a siiding door, with a 
smaii seat in front of the hanging iooker and a siide-out doubie berth. The master 
head is opposite it to port, with a moided fibergiass shower with a teak seat. The 
master oabin forward has a waik-around queen berth, ampie headroom even for 
my 6' 2" frame and iots of storage. 

Aii in aii, the 43 is a iuxurious weekender, or day boat, or a piatform for getting 
away from it aii. And it’s guaranteed to turn heads wherever it goes, “it is, indeed, a 
beautifui boat,” says MoManus. “it’s the magio of the proportions.”

It extraoted 
sodium from seawater to energize Its sodlum/meroury 
batteries and had unlimited aooess to the world’s ooeans. 
As a young boy It started my lifelong fasolnatlon with 
submarines and the undersea world. 

Triton Submarines based In Vero Beaoh, Florida, delivers 
highly speolallzed vessels that have the ability to provide 
safe and very rewarding, one-of-a-kInd experlenoes for Its 
owners and guests. Their oomplex vessels have the ability 
to dive to depths of 1 ,000, 3,300, or an astounding 5,500 
feet with up to 1 2 hours of operation, and even longer dive 


durations are available. “Our produot line Is muoh more 
than a very expensive addition to a big yaoht’s oomplement 
of equipment,” said Mare Deppe, Triton’s VP of Sales and 
Marketing as we toured the manufaoturing faolllty. 

Triton President and oo-founder Patrlok Lahey joined us 
on the produotlon floor as we began a dlsousslon on the 
subjeot of safety. “The most Important features are the ones 
that prevent any trouble from happening. The all-around 
viewing oapablllty Is an Important faetor as Is the way we 
have engineered all of the thrusters so that they are tuoked 
In and reset to eliminate entanglement,” said Lahey, a 30-r

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year veteran of the undersea world with extensive expertise 
in oommereial diving, design and engineering of underwater 
vessels and systems and as suoh is the onsite speoialist at 
the Vero Beaoh faoility. Lahey stated some basio faots about 
the general wellbeing of the world’s oivilian submarine fleet: 
in 27 years and numbering some 40 vessels with almost one 
million partioipating passengers, the industry has a perfeot 
reoord without serious injury or fatality. “And we take our 
Triton vessels even further,” he added. 

To that end, all Triton subs are olassified At Manned

“The paperwork for this is so arduous and oomprehensive,

Evonik provides the raw materials and thermally forms the 
aorylio blooks into two rough hemispheres and Heinz Fritz 
maohines, outs the apertures, bonds, anneals, and polishes 


them. The result is the largest and thiokest aorylio spheres 
made for a manned submersible. 

“When you’re down there, the sphere seems to 
disappear and you feel as if you are just floating along,” 
said Deppe.

getting the bends or suffering from nitrogen naroosis. “We 
oan desoend and rise at any rate without oonoern.” 

Typioally, diving and surfaoing is a matter of ohanging 
the water level in the variable ballast tanks. “The Triton 
3300/3’s tank oontains 47 gallons of water and oan be 
either pumped in or out to get lighter or heavier and 
regulate your position in the water oolumn. It’s slow 
and oontrolled and the Triton oan power up or down or 


vertioally with thrusters,” Deppe explained. 

Variable ballast tank pump and thruster operations are 
power dependent and driven by eleotronioally oontrolled 
pumps. Non-powered dependent systems oan also be 
put into play and will push air into the main ballast tanks, 
giving you several thousand pounds of buoyanoy to get 
to the surfaoe. In addition, either one or both of the two 
battery pods oan be jettisoned releasing an additional

1 ,000 pounds. The manipulator arm oan also be released. 

All of Triton’s vessels have atmospherio monitoring 
devioes for the air oonditioning system, humidity, 
oarbon dioxide, oxygen, and hydrogen — during battery 
oharging, this gas is vented — and there are sensors for 
water intrusion in the battery oompartments.

The pilot uses a three-axis joystick 
control and touchscreen monitoring, 
and for those models with multiple 
passengers a separate control is 
available for guest operation. The 
company provides extensive training 
and support in getting familiar and 
comfortable with the systems in its 
simulator for hands-on instruction and 
diving, as well as actual on-site, open 
water training.

list for this type of equipment, and for the ultimate option, 
a purpose-built 65-foot Triton tender oatamaran oomes 
oomplete with launoh and reoovery system.

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Picturesque villages welcome and authentic French-Caribbean 
cuisine lures explorers to this French West Indies island gem. 


Once known to local Indians as “Karukera” (the Islands 
of beautiful waters), Guadeloupe, the largest of the Lesser 
Antilles, offers a wonderful and compact microcosm of the 
rest of the more familiar French West Indies. Cruise among 
the five main Islands — and a dozen smaller ones — halfway 
between Antigua and Dominica, and you’ll discover chic 
cafes and hidden beaches to rival St. Barts, a boisterous 
spirit that outdoes fun-loving St. Martin, and a brooding 
volcanic beauty wilder than Martinique. 

While Guadeloupe Is officially part of France and the Euro 
Is the currency of the realm, English Is not as widely spoken 
here as It Is In her sister Islands — asking someone If they 
speak English will be greeted with a cold look. But learn the 
phrase “je parle un peu francals” (I speak a little French), 


and, true or not, you’ll be greeted with smiles and earnest 
attempts to communicate. July Is a great time to visit and 
Is when locals hoist sails for a nine-day race around the 
archipelago In traditional sailboats. 

The Guadeloupe “mainland” Is really two sister Islands 
separated by the Salty River. On a chart the Islands look 
like the wings of butterfly. Grand Terre (big land) Is the 
wing to the northeast, a relatively low Island and home to 
PoInte-a-PItre, Guadeloupe’s largest city, busiest port and 
the commercial heart of the Island. Base yourself out of the 
Bas-du-Fort marina located just over a mile south of the 
commercial port. It's packed with restaurants and shops.

and you can explore the southern coast and its string 
of seaside towns. Gosier — ^just over three miles from 
the marina and where most of the luxury resorts are 
based — has a fun night market and well-lit Datcha 
Beach for an evening dip. Sainte Anne — another 
1 0 miles further east — boasts a beautiful seafront 
promenade and one of the island’s prettiest and busiest 
white-sand beaches. 

Due west across the Salty River near Pointe-A-Pitre is 
the rugged island of Basse Terre, the southwest “wing” 
of the butterfly. The island is home to the namesake 
capital Basse Terre town in the shadow of Soufriere, the 
island’s tallest volcano. Most cruisers will head further 
north to the Jacques Cousteau Marine Reserve near

TIPPING 

For meals: Tip €2 per person at meals (for very expensive meals, 
tip more) or when out for drinks. Guadeloupians call this small 
tip pour boire, literally “for a drink.” The Euro comes in €2 coins, 
which makes tipping easy. For guides: If you want you can tip a 
guide €5 for a half day tour. More than likely they will refuse it, but 
they will appreciate the gesture. At hotels: Very few of the hotels 
and resorts have valets, but if someone does help with bags 
tipping is not expected (or you can try €1 per bag). Don’t leave 
any tip for the chambermaids as service is included in the bill. 

GREETING 

Air kissing: Just lean in and offer your one cheek at a time. Don’t 
actually kiss their cheek; just make the noise. You only kiss the 
first time you see someone that day, not every time you see 
them. Men greet men with a handshake. Don’t try and hug as the 
gesture is considered very intimate. “I don’t even hug my mother,” 
says one local. Greet people in French when you walk by, get on 
a bus, or enter a cafe, especially on the smaller islands. Topless 
sunbathing is accepted on most beaches. Smoking is popular in 
bars and restaurants although hotels do have non-smoking rooms 
(if in name only). 


DINING 

Cuisine is a serious affair on all the islands, so be prepared 
for a long wait, but the meal will be worth it. Lunch is the most 
important meal of the day, so 


don’t hurry through it. Menu 
doesn’t mean menu, it means 
the plate of the day. It’s polite 
to greet everyone with a 
"bonjour" or "bonsoir" upon

Pigeon Island — divers can hunt for his bust down around 
40 feet. Another 10-mile leg will get you to Deshaies 
Bay, a well-protected and scenic harbor. The waterfront 
is packed with fine restaurants and shops and locally is 
famous as the tropical setting for the British detective 
series Death in Paradise. 

Just over six miles south of the mainland are the smallest, 
but the most picturesque and cruiser-friendly of the islands, 
the lovely Les Saintes (a miniature archipelago). These eight, 
knobby islands were the backdrop of a ferocious four-day naval battle in 
1782. The Royal British fleet pounded and then hounded 35 of France’s 
best ships, ultimately turning back a planned French and Spanish invasion 
of Jamaica. While the debate still lingers, the engagement is credited with 
being where the British tactic of “breaking the line” was developed — sailing 
right through the enemy’s guns to rout them from behind — though wind 
conditions may have been more responsible. 

Today, except for the ridge-top ramparts 
of Fort Napoleon guarding the bay of 
Terre de Haut (the main island) and the 
locals’ stories of booming cannon shots 
on moonless nights, the ghosts of war 
are quiet, and one of the bloodiest naval 
battlefields in the Caribbean is now one of 
the most beautiful — UNESCO has officially 
designated Les Saintes Bay among the 
world’s most beautiful bays. 

The fishing village of Le Bourg is 
the center of cruising culture in Les 
Saintes, and yachts and sailboats from

all corners of the Caribbean, Latin America and the U.S. 
moor off shore In a bay sheltered by Goat Island, once a 
penal colony and way station for prisoners bound for the 
notorious Devil’s Island off French Guiana. The village Is 
easily walkable and soaked In French Greole ambience — 
gingerbread houses spill with bougainvillea. Women 
dressed In traditional fire-colored Madras sell “torment 
d’amour” (delicious pineapple- and guava-stuffed pastries) 
from wicker baskets, while bare-chested fishermen In straw 
hats carry tuna from the dock. 

A 20-mlnute walk — or five-mlnute ride In electric car — from town along a 
narrow road brings you to Fort Napoleon and Its Impressive museum and 
some of the best views of the bay. More ambitious hikers can attempt The 
Hat — ^the highest point on the Island — for the most panoramic views. The Hat 
Is only a mile southwest of town as the crow files but a steep one-hour, two- 
mlle walk up a closed-off road, switched back road. Go early In the morning 
and, except for a herd of wild goats, you’ll have the summit all to yourself. 

Beyond the pure beauty of the Les Saintes, cruisers are drawn by the 
superb cuisine. No fewer than 30 restaurants can be found In and around 
Le Bourg. A few minutes’ walk from the main pier Is Tl Kaz La (Little House). 
The restaurant, owned by Philippe Dade 
(a former Four Seasons chef) mixes local 
Greole dishes — accra and octopus, 
which tend to be heavier — with the 
lighter cuisine and desserts of Metropole, 

France. Not surprisingly, the seafood Is 
fresh and the wine selection Is straight 
from Paris — the open-air dining room 
looks right out on the bay. 
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Joel Kichenin, the Chef at Auberge de la VIellle Tour; a oafe In Marie Galante Guadeloupe Illustrates that oulsine Is everything to 
the Frenoh; looal restaurants and oafes provide exoellent opportunities to sample both Frenoh and Creole meals. 


Les Saintes has plenty of pretty and secluded beaches. 
Run your dinghy about a mile due west of the pier — out 
around the prominent Sugarloaf Point — and tuck In to the 
namesake beach, a very private, palm-shaded strand with 
a small wooden pier. The water Is so clear you can see 
old landslide debris more than 30 feet down. A potentially 
rougher ride takes you around the south side of the Island — 
keep your rod ready for schooling tuna as flocks of terns 


will point out the boiling bait balls — to Pomplere Beach on 
the Atlantic side. The pretty bay, also an easy walk from 
town, has a grove of tall coconut palms. The beach Itself 
Is soft brown sand and Is fairly sheltered from the open 
ocean by a row of rocky Islets. 

“Authentique” Is the word Guadeloupians use to describe 
Marie Galante, an Island 1 6 miles south of Grand Terre and 
only slightly smaller than Martha’s Vineyard. Marie Galante

even has an off-season Vineyard 
feel to it — small oountry estates are 
tuoked among the rolling fields and 
empty roads. The main town, Grand 
Bourg, offers a small harbor and is 
where the inter-island ferries also 
dook. Nearby is the 1 8*^-eentury 
Murat Plantation and museum. The 
main house sits on a hill overlooking 
the limestone shell of the old distillery 
and the ruins of a windmill. Hidden 
among the flamboyant trees are the 
rusting artifaots of the sugar age, 
massive iron kettles overgrown by 
flowers. Beyond a traditional Creole 
garden is a haunting reoonstruotion 
of the mud-and-wattle slave quarters. 
For a more personal glimpse of the 
past, ask around the ferry dook for 
Alex Brute, a farmer and sometimes 
oab driver who takes tourists out to 
his sugar oane fields in “the world’s 
first SUV” — a traditional bull oart 
drawn by Shiny and Sonya. 

Looals swear the beaohes are 
the prettiest in the archipelago, 
and they’re easily among the least 
orowded. Vieux Fort Beaoh is narrow 
and steep and has pillow-soft sand — 
the oooonut trees far outnumber 
any beaohgoers. Even more remote 
pooket beaohes oan be found by 
sailing along the wilder northeast 
ooast where, on a olear day, you oan 
gaze longingly at the distant shores 
of La Desirade, a narrow ridge of land 
22 miles north, another island left for 
another journey.

4 c. baby portabella mushrooms, halved

y 2 0 . Kalamata olives, pitted
